That tho citizens of Victoria West are 
taking a Itoen interest in tliu municipal elec- 
tion was amply evidenced by tlie !iu-(,'o 
number at the meeting in Temperance Hal! 
list evening ; and it was apparent from llie 
number of caLulidatea wlio attended that 
they, too, aro iutoresteil. 

Tho meeting v>'us a big one and an en- 
thusiiiatic one too. It hcRiin sharp at H 
o'clock and lasted until half-))uat lljuiul 
the audience was still good uatut-cd not- 
witbatandlDg the latencs.s of tho liour and 
tho unwonted flow of oratory. 

E}:-Alderman Werner occupied the chair, 
with Mr. R. McKonzie as secretary. The 
chairman sot the hall rolling by reiiueating 
for all tlio ape.ikers u fair l-.eariiig and every 
respect. 

Mr. MunroQ Miller was lir.'it called upon. 
He brielly gave his reasons for being a can- 
didate, saying he was in the lirsc place 
anxious to give a return to the city 
for what it luid done for liim, and 
in the second that ho was ambitious 
for the honor of tho oliico. (Applause.) 
As to hia platform, ho would say brielly 
that it was " tho City of Victoria, its ad- 
vancement and whatever would tend to 
that, lirat and for all time ; tho North 
Ward, where hia iutereats lay, and which 
ho hoped to represent after tho election. 
(Applause.) Should ho bo elected he would 
do all in hia power to further that enter- 
prise wliich would do 80 much for Victoria 
— the Canada Western. (Applause.) fie 
would proniiao to spare no effort to further 
thiit enterprise, always urging that the city 
of Victoria must be tlie terminus. (Ap- 
plause.) Ho favored tho acfjuisition by the 
city of the Indian Reserve, but no', 
for the North Ward alone. It might 
bo used for various purpMes,— for 
ing to new enterprisM terminal 
facilities, for sites, eto., a^d for another 
purpose of which he would speak later on. 
He repeated what ho had said the previous 
evening as to the Local Improvement by 
laWi Wniohwas in the first place an ini 
qnlty, bat was now a harbor of refuge for 
the North Ward and should not bo re- 
pealed until that ward was divided up 
and had more equal representation. (Ap- 
plause.) Referring to a circular isaued by 
an anonymous organization known as the 
Single Tax club attacking him for having 
said that to take the tax oil itnproveinenta 
would result in making people landlords, 
he recited in detail what he had said at the 
Citizens' Association meeting, and showed 
by argument how he had cotjie to that con- 
ciuaioii. Ho was aware, lie said, that 
everyone did not agreed with him, but this 
was a matter of principle and lie meant 
what ho said and did not propose to gn 
back on it. (Api)lause.) Another matter 
he had to deal with was that of hoapital 
accommodation for the city, which lie 
thought should be jjrovidcd and adiuiniater- 
ed in such a way that there would ho no 
trouble in any sick jiorson gaining admis- 
sion. (.\pplauao.) In conclusion, if elected 
to tho Council, he wo.ild do his <iuty to the 
best of hia ability and would faithfully carry 
out the wishes of the people in tho bust in- 
terests of the city, and finally would not bo 
tampered with. (Applause.) If not electsd 
he would regret it. This waa hia first at- 
tempt at going into nmnicipal work, and he 
promised, if elected, lie would shov,' that 
the conlideuco of the ratepayers was not 
misplaced. (Applause.) 

Mr. G. C. Gerow said that if he were in 
tho council bo would get tho Indians off the 
ranohorie as quickly as possible. He thought 
Victoria West ought to have some lire pro- 
tection, and that the Local Improvement 
by-law should be repealed. However, he 
said he was not going to make any long 



speech, aa he was leaving tho city for a 
while, and had decided to retire from the 
contest. (Applause.) 

Air. Fuirall, another of the candidates, 
said ho would apeak brielly, ua he waa ac- 
cused by soino people of being a 
little too aggreasivo with hia mouth. 
(Laughter.) Ho urged tho repeal of 
tho Local Iniproveinent by-law and 
tho actjuiaitlon by the city of the Indian 
reserve. He thought a trunk road should 
bo built across tho reserve between Victoria 
city and ICMiuimaU. It would improve the 
commerce ot both harbors and inereaao the 
price of Victoria West and J'^etiuimalt 
pt^operty. Ileforritig to the meeting in tho 
(.'ity Hull when Mayor Heaven apoke of tho 
(in.inccs of the city, he aiiid he thought 
that during the past year the best use poa- 
aiblc liad been made of public iiioney ex- 
pended. He thought the sewers sliould be 
can led on and cninp!et(;d. Aa one of tho 
candidates lor aldci nian lie would say that 
no doiilii, all ilio other candidates 
would make aa good aldermen us he would, 
— l-erhaps bettor. At any rate he was 
going to run, and thought Viotoria West 
people should vote for him. Ho though 
Viotoria West should not have to pay any 



take over tho Indian reserve. Discussing 
school (luestiona for a moment, the speaker 
drew attention to tho Victoria West school, 
which waa growing in respect to attend- 
ance, and was not properly supplied with 
teachers. He held that tho .School Board 
should bo in touch with the Education De- 
partment, as in this way tho beat iutereats 
of the ayatem would bo conserved. 

Mr. Glover, a candidate for tho School 
Board, was called upon and solicited a 
share of tho votes of the Viotoria West 
people. Ho claimed to bo tho only candi- 
date for election outside of tho Citizens' 
Association ticket, and would therefore 
have to depend upon tho support of those 
who did not intend to support that ticket. 
Ho thought Viotoria West should have a 
candidate and that one could be elected. 

The chairman then introduced Mayor 
I.eaven, who, he said, had now visited 
Viccoria West for the first time. The 
Mayor cxpreased pleasure at meeting the 
citizens and ratepayers iind congratulated

tlio Victoria sewers until Viotoria VVeat 
was drained. Victoria city ought to bo 
saddled with the entire coat of sewerage 
and water works. If "elected it would be 
Ills endeavor to do his best for the city of 
Viotoria and for the North Ward. 

Speaker No. Iwas Aid. l?rnc;,', wlio apol- 
ogized for the Council of ISOl; not having 
(lone more for tho roads, bridges, otc, bnl 
claimed this wua on account of tho scarcity 
of money. It waa all well enough to 
talk ab'jut making iniprovementa, but the 
first thing lo do waa to raiae funda. Ho 
liud been thinking a, good deal lately, he 
said, over the Lociil Improvement by-law, 
and thought no doubt there waa .some ground 
for the opposition to it, us it bore rather 
heavily on the outlying portions of tho city. 
He thouglit all the rock should be taken olf 
the streets, the money necessary to do the 
work ladng raised by a money by-l.iw. 
After discu.siing aewcra, ivatcr woika, In- 
dian reserve, etc., lie cencluded by prouns- 
ing to work in barniouy with any other 
aldernuin elected for the North Ward. 

Mr. IS. H. West, of the Single Tax club, 
another candidate, expreaaed hia views in a 
studied speech. Ho opposed the Local 
Improvement l)y-luw and went into a 
lengthy explanation of tho meiita of the 
single tax, which he said would bring sim- 
plicity and enconomy, and woald encourage 
tho people in spending their money on work 
which shoulrl benefit tho community. If 
elected an alderman ho would, in .-vs digni- 
tied a manner as possible, advocate the cut- 
ting down of tho salaries of tho men around 
the City Hall. The prinoipio of paying big 
salaries was ono which should bo challenged 
by everyone who wished to be considered a 
luanof thopcople. Itwasthereaaltof aspecies 
of cUsa legislation and should be abolished. 
In oonoIusioD, he said he bad long held cer- 
tain views on eoonomio.and social questions, 
and after long deliberation; had decided to 
offer himself 'for eleotioa in the 
North ward. If the rteapayera wished 
those views and these principles proclaimed 
in the City Hall they could elect him, it 
not he would bo satisfied, for ho realized 
thot the people could send there whom they 
pleased. (Applause.) 

Mr. K. A. Lewis said lie waa allowed just 
live minutes and would go through ijuickly 
the views he held. First, the North Ward 
aliould be divided and the representation 
should be made cijual. If IJ, per cent, on 
land would result in money enouuh 
being raised to conduct the uilUira of tlie 
city, he would be in favor of making that 
the only tax; but if cnougli money could 
not bo raised in this way, the tux 
might, perliapa, bo rai.sed to 1 
or 2 per cent. and perhapa it 
would be found poaaibie In take oif the lax 
on improvements. Victoria West should 
have electric light and lire protection, and 
if elected he would endeavor to got them. 
The oonBolidaiion of the city debt was an- 
other important matter, and ho would en- 
deavor to assist in seeing it carried out. In 
conclusion, he promised, if he should he 
elected, that he would do all ia his power 
to uasiat in the establishment of any and 
every industry, that would create a field for 
labor, and would endeavor to work in har- 
mony with any one else who was elected for 
the Council and the North Ward. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Aid. Ilumber said he wasn't going to 
promise anything. Tlioso people who ))roni- 
ised to cut down the taxation and do thia 
and do the other thing didn't know what 
they were talking about. (I-augliter.) He 
didn't think there waa a man iu tho hall, if 
it cnuie down to the tino point, could tell 
what single tax niear-.t. 
Cries— West ! Weat ! 
Aid. Hunibor— That's all right. He 
wound up his apeech by .saying tliat tliere 
never waa a better nuiyor ami council in 
Victoria than the ono of IHIIii. (Laughter 
and aomo applause,) 

Aid. Baker expressed his opinion that a 
man who was elected for the North Ward 
ought to do the work of the North Ward, 
for representativcB of all the other wards 
looked out for their own. Six weeks ago if 
.i^.'iOO had been placed in his hands and 
some oni! had asked him to run for alder- 
man, hr. u'liuldn'b have done it. ISut 
now pcoijle had tried to do him a per 
sonal injury and ho was forced to run, 
just to show the people that ho was good 
enough to represent them. He hnd no long 
programme or platform, hut it would bo 
i'ouiul that the Citizeiia' Aaaocialion plat- 
form, or a great part of it at any rate, waa 
liaker'a platform. Hehud had no ahow last 
year and couldn't do much, but all the 
credit for what had been done waa duo to 
hiin. 

The Chairman — la tlicrc any other candi- 
date hero for the North Wurd? They are 
aa nuinerouH aa the ghosts of Macbeth, but 
I gueaa we've got nearly all of them. 
(Laught.cr. ) 

Mr. R. Hishop announced that since 
the retirement of Mr. Gerow he had 
received a rc(]uiailinn askin'; liini 
I o stand for alderman. He waa willing to 
accept if tho residouta of Victoria \Veat 
wished it, but ho would sooner stiuid for 
school truateo. He claimed that Victoria 
West had not had lier share of the expendi- 
luro of the general revenue of tho city in 
proportion to taxation. There were two 
niattors of tho utmost importance, ono tho 
supply of elootrio light and thu 
iher the- question of Sre protection. 
The Local Improvement by-law Iio 

1 not think was fair and just. 
It had been paaaed, ho claimed, by an in- 
side ring, Ho thought that tho city should 
have a first-ola^a (general scavenger system, 
and that there would be opposition from 
many business men to the proposition to 



them on their progress and their line hall. 
Taking up the queatioti of thu city taking 
over the Indian reserve, be explained hia 
vi'jwH of tho difHculties iu tho way of carry- 
ing (ut thia proposition. That reserve, he 
.'aid, would revert to tho province 
when the Dominion (luvernrnent gave 
up the control of it. Then if 
the jjrovince could get tho reserve 
lie would like to see it transferred to the 
city. Oucc the city had it, he ivonld not 
sell it, but would lease it for terms of years 
in lota and blocks. He claimed that the 
work of the Council of Victoria, in paat 
yeara, had been so imperfectly done that 
the work of the Council of the past year 
had been hampered and hindered on this 
account. For instance, the Official Map 
Act was incomplete, and the City 
Council had no power to define tho 
streets of Victoria Weat. Notice had 
now be<'n given of a private bill to be asked 
for at the next meeting of the Legislature, 
to give tho council power to do the neoea 
sary work. Ho expressed himself aa being 
in accord with tho principle of tho Local 
Improvement ]5y-law as applied in many 
cases, but thought that there should bo 
aomo amendments. Unless it was modified 
great injustice would be done to the out- 
lyiug hcctions of tho cily. He 
paid a high tribute to tho members 
of the old Council, who, ho said, had worked 
liard and faithfully and conscientiously to 
do the business of the city. Any man who 
expected to be an alderman or a mayor 
must make up his mind to give up hia 
whole time to it or. be must neglect 
the work. He had only come out 
for mayor when he realiised that 
some one was . needed to straighten 
out the affairs of the oity. He had been 
elected and would now say that the affairs 
of the city were in a better condition flnan 
cially than they had been in before for 
twelve or fifteen years. (Applause.) Ho 
did not claim to have dono this all alone, 
and had never said "alone I did it." That 
was what tho Cdi.oxist said, and in reply 
lie would say that ho did not wish to 
take credit for all tho work, but 
liad done it in connection with tho Council, 
In conclusion, he said that he did not wish 
anyone to understand him to have said at 
tho public meeting at the City hall that any 
money hud ever been misapplied by any 
previous council, but what he wanted to 
say was that they had had money to spend, 
but the council of 1S9'2 had not so much 
money. 

In response to nunieroua calls, Aid. 
Hunter, who was in the audience, came up 
on the platform to address tho meeting. He 
apologized for beginning to speak at 
so late an hour, but said ho must defend the 
Local Improvement by-law, of which ho was 
the father. Referring to what Mayor 
Heaven had said about the by-law, that he 
had diUcred wilh some of the pnivisions, 
Mr. Hunter drew attention to the fact that 
he, in drawing up that by-law, had taken it 
from the Municipal Act of 1892, every word 
of which act was drawn, and he might al- 
most say written, by the Mayor himself. 
There was not a sentence in the by-law.which 
did not correspond with the provisionsof that 
Act, ond it there was anything tha matter 
with tho by-law, there must be something 
wrong with tho act, and if tho by-law was 
as some one had declared it to be — infamous, 
then llie aclit.sclf waa infamous. (,^pplaU3e.) 
He challenged any one to jjoiut out a single 
proviaion that was in the by-law, for which 
authority could not .be found in the act. 
He could, if time were allowed him, aatiafy 
anyone in the audience that a good deal of 
v.-Iiat had Ijcen s.iid at the nieoting about 
the by-law, had been said in totil ignorance 
of iia provisions. In the iirst place, an ef- 
fort had li'jcn made to make it appear that 
tho expenditure woulil bo forced upon the 
people under the by-law whether they 
liked it or not. 'I'ho very ojipoaite 
waa the fact for it was eapccially provided 
that the consent of the ratepayers must bo 
obtiuncd or no money could ho spent. He 
reviewed the history of the paasage of the 
by-law through the Council. On the ,'!rd 
of June he had moved that the Council go 
into Committee of tho Whole to consider 
the clauses. Thia waa carried unanimously 
and the principle was adopted by resolution 
without opposition. On the 8th of August 
the by-law itself wa« introdaoed. On tho 
29th of August it got its first reading, 
and on tho ,3rd .of September was 
reported by tho. oommittao On the 
nintli of September it was amended at 
tho suggestion of tho Mayor and was then 
passed, tho following lioing the "aye" 
votes ; Aid, Huutor, Lovoll, Munu, Baker, 
Hall, Styles and McKillican. 

Aid. Baker — That is wrong. I did not 
vote for it. 

Aid. Hunter — I copied this from the 
bo(dc at the City Hall, and 1 hardly think 
tho i:ity clerk would have made audi a mia- 
tal;e. These minutea were afterwards read 
and udoplrd. 

Aid. linker — I did not vote that way. 
Aid. Hunter — I am speaking by the book, 
ami you can't blame mc if tho record ia not 
right. He continueil his explanation of the 
working of tho by-law. When it - WOB de- 
cided that improvementa were to-be' made, 
the City Engineer and Asaotsor went over 
the ground and got a list of the property 
allected, showing what theassosament would 
be aeainst each of the lots, 
and then, reported to the City 
Council. The list ; waa/'then advertised 
with a schedule shovfiog '..the amount each 
man would have to payj' and any man af- 
fected could then, within 15 days, if he did 
not want to have tho work gone on with, 
file a protest, and if the majority of the 
prop(irty owners representing thu biggest 
half in value ot Lho property allected, were 
opposed, then the w<n'k could not go on. 
(Ap])lause.) f'omparing tho working of 
this system here with Loa Angeles, ( )al. ,

Extreme Cold - ' In- ■ Europe — Two

LoKDON", Jun. t.— Tho Stftudard's Paris 
correspoiidont says : An unofijciiil rumor 
IB current in Paris that M. Clcmenccau lias 
-been arrested la : conneelioa with the Pan- 
' ami) scandal. 

The evicted tenants' commiaaion resumed 
its session in Dulilin to-duy. Dillon made 
an earnest pica on bclialf of tho reinstate- 
ment of evicted tuiiaiits, luid produced sta- 
tistics showing that a nuiuber of good Bot- 
tlements had been made through the plan 
of campaign between landlords and teuants. 
Tho settlements' had been hronght about 
through the good sense and noud 
feeling of landlords and tenants. Kven 
upon the Olphert estate, of mourn- 
ful memories, a settlement had been 
come to, and there was a prospect that the 
eviclcd tenants would be: roiusluted. Never- 
theless, Dillon informed the eonmiisaion 
that there were thousunda of evicted leu- 
RUts whose condition was pitialilu and dea- 
periite, and tha.t it conalituled -i inenace tti 
the public peace, and he ur;,'eiitly ailvised 
that nieasuro-i be adopted for llu ir n lii t, 
both on tho groun<l of iuunanity imd public 
Bccurity. Dillon also epuke severely to 
those landlords who had app;ii'ently been 
endeavoring to cojbarriias tlie Covcrnment 
by merciless oviclions at this severe season. 
Dillon stated that the total amount 
received fiom uU sources to support evicted 
tenants, under tho plan of ca!ii[iaij;n, wss 
£234,000. 

The authorities at Warsa'.v are excited 
over the epread of brigandage in Kussiiin 
Poland. Tho Province of Kadden, adjoin- 
ing Austrian Galicia, has recently beou in- 
fested by a band of twenty brigamla, led by 
a notorious robber chief naiiied Julius 
Voyte. They attacked tho residence of a 
wealthy landowner named Votchkerovitoh, 
who had refused to be blackmailed, slaugh- 
tered tho live stock found on tho place, and, 
after plundering the bouse, set it on firo. 
'flfhe owner suooeeded in escaping, althou):h 
badly burned. The i-obbers were cap'.uredi 
after wounding several BoVaicra", at 
the abode'of Voyte tlie roljl-'^r leader. ' The 
soldiers found a largo (,„n„tity of" stolen 
?W9ltt» 'the place u!.'^'-^ being fitted up in 
rich slylB> In t.he cellar of Voyte's house 
a peasauti "was found whom the robber chief 
has been holding for ransom. Another 
band of sixteen masked brigands attacked 
the nianaion of Baron ivnovokh, near Alex- 
androvo, and a severe con diet ensued, the 
baron, aided by his servants and peasants 
from the estate, makiuf^ a bravo resistanro. 
Several were wounded on each side, but the 
bandits were repulsed. 

It is extremely cold on the continent. In 
Trance many people have been frozen to 
death. Tho town of Dijon is snow-bound. 
In Italy the weather is very severe, snow 
havinc fallen for many hours in Rome. 
Several children were frozen to death on 
the ice off Cronstadt, Russia, on Saturday. 
At Olmak the thermometer has fallen to 56 
degrees below zero, the lowest yet recorded. 
" Comnmnicatipn with .Kablengerge, Aus- 
"'triBi''la'-iix>mpIeteIy'ont o£i*)^he inhabitants 
find it impossible to get oat of their houses 
on account of the snow blockade. Hundreds 
of other villages are in a similar condition. 
Few telegraph lines are working, and tho 
postal service is suspended everywhere. All 
kinds of domestic and wild animals are per- 
ishing by wholesale, Hundreds of deer 
seek the houses for shelter and food. 

To die in privation with .300,000 francs 
and probably more at their ditposal has 
been the fato of two slaters, Marie and 
Pauline (ionde. Marie waa 70 years old and 
Pauliue 74. For the lust nine years tliey 
have occupied an apartment in the Rue 
Trndault, Paris, living under the most 
retired and miserable circumstancea. A 
neinlibor informed the couindsaioiier of po- 
lice that lie lr.id not heard the sisters 
moving in tho room above him since Fri- 
day. The police had tho door forced, and 
found the aged pair dead on tho floor in tho 
same room. The younger sister was lying 
with her face to the floor, holding 
a plate in her hand. It is presumed 
that the elder sister fell dead from 
congestion caused by cold, and tliat 
the younger, going suddenly into the 
room and seeing iier sister stretched on 
the floor, received a shook that was too 
much for her wasted system. No gold or 
silver was found, bat about 300,000 francs' 
worth of bonds were discovered in the bed- 
room of one of the sisters. Seals were 
affixed on that and tho bedroom of the 
other sister, where it is supposed there is 
an Gijually large sum hidden.

An American Statement on the Suli,j!ct— The 
Canadian I'aeillc Itiiihvay tho 
Chief Oll'eiuler. 

New York, Jan. 4. — Railroad men and 
shippers are eogorly watching for tho out- 
come of President Harrison's recent demand 
upon tlie departments of state and treasury 
for information relative to freights coming 
into the United States by way of the C'niui- 
dian Pacific railroad. So exacting and 
damaging has Canadian discrimination 
against American railroads become tliat 
there isasteadily-increasingpressure brought 
to bear upon the authorities at Washington 
to find some relief. The abuse of the con- 
sular seal system by tho Canadian Pacific 
causes tho chief aiii.oyance and loss to the 
railroads of tiii.s country. 

Un<ler the law [lasMcd l)y coiiu'n.ss in ISCt 
merchandise of all kinds may In; shipped 
fruni Canada direct to inlerior points iji this 
country prolecte<i in tauiadian I'acilio cars 
by the considar seal. 'J'lie United Stales 
consul at the place of shipment merely has 
to certify thai, tlu; manifest is corri;ct, and 
Uiat lie lias scald and closed the car. Such 
certilication carries iniirchaudise to the con- 
signees without, inspection or delay at the 
border. 'J'his arraiit^enicut, was ciueicd 
into when the railroad tiallic %vilh (.'aiiadii 
was uniall and the intention of the law, it is 
asserted, was lo limit, freights iMiliilcd to 
tho privilege of the consul. ir .-ical to the [iro- 

■ ducts of Canada. I'fom ISi;,") to_IST(llhal 

■ view of the law was taken by 'Ciuadian 
ahtppers. 15y degrees tho scope of 
the law has been enlarged by tho 
Canadian Pacific 80 now it is sulliciently 
comprehensive to bring into this country 
over the Canadian border goods from China 
and Japan. Irarge cargoes of raw silks and 
other Chinese and Japanese goods are 
brought across tho Pacific ooean to Vancou- 
ver, B.C., loaded into Canadian Pacific cars 
and brought into this, .country under the 
cousular seal systoin.t From one to two days' 
time is saved, as well as the ' rehandling of 
freight. In that way imports from China 

and .lapan can bo brought throogb in bulk 

quicker aud in better condition than over 



American routes, for tho reason that tho 
law does not extend the privileges of tho 
consular seal system to American roads. 

Kven whilu enjoying this great advantage 
extended by the United States law, tho 
Canadian people calmly devised a law of 
their own to still further injure American 
railroads, A discriminating duty, on all 
tea and cofiee imported into Canada from 
the United States has " been piit .' into the 
Canadian' tari£f. These necessary cbmmodi- 
tiea'are perinitted fijee into Canada from all 
countries except the - United' fitstes; The 
natiiral effect of discrimination' is to divert 
the tea and coffee traffic from United States 
porta and have it come, into the country 
from Yancoiiver over the Canadian Pacific.

C0N7IGTBD. 

The Times, last evening, aoonses ua of 
stating what is not true with respect to the 
Mayor's statements regarding the city 
loans. It is very positive, and its language 

13 strong. It says that "all these accuaa- 
tiona are brought agiiiist the Mayor by the 
paper and its correspondent on the 
assnmption that he failed to men- 
tioa the rates of interest borne by 
different city loans wl^eh he men- 
tioned, but that BBSumption is utterly false, 
Mr. Boaven did mention the rates of inter- 
est, ami therefore tlio charge of .■iupjiiv.-isio 
veri doea not stand." Well, to put the 
matter beyond the possibility of a cavil, we 
will reproduce the passage of Mayor Bea- 
ven's speech which we criticized, as it ap- 
pears in the Times,'tio doubt carefully re- 
vi.seil by Mayor Heaven himself. Hero it is : 

Another matter tliat ho would refer to 
waa ill regard to some debentures. Two 
loans were .-ianctionsd by iho ratepayer."", ono 
to erect a market building and tlic otiier to 
purchase a site. The two loiina amounted 
U> $10(),OUO. Tl;e council of LS'Jl were un- 
able to sell the debcnturea at a aatiafacLory 
price, BO they borroived S8j,000 at 8 ptr 
cent, ou the security of the debentures. 
This the council of 189:2 thought could be 
improved by remedial legislation, so tlicy 
obtaini:'] power to change the del^entiires so 
that tliey could be issued in currency or 
aterliug and redeemed at either New York, 
i^ontreal or London. Unless the SS-ljOUO 
•and interest bad been paid, the debentures 
would have fallen to the holders at tbe end 
of the year. Under the authority of the 
statute the council took up the deben- 
tures, so that instead of going at 85 they 
trere sold at 98^. He therefore thought 
that the ratepayers had no reason to com- 
plain on account of that matter. Although 
ho did not take the credit himself nor yet 
give it to the aldermen, he would have to 
congratulate the city on the price obtained 
ior the city's bonds during the past year. 
Thoy were disposed of at a better rate than 
ever before in the history of Victoria. The 
Council had ocoasion to issue debentures 
under the City of Victoria Act for §185,000 
for 25 years at five per cent. This did &way 
with a lot of tioalhig debts, and, after ad- 
vertising the debeutures in the difTerent 
(iuanciul centres, they sold them for 10 1 net. 
(Applause. ) Usually every man that 
touches the debentures makes a conimiaaion, 
but regardless of all this they sold for 104. 

The reader will observe the rates of inter- 
est, with the single exception wliioh we 
named, aro iidI given. As we read tbe pas- 
sage we do not know which to wonder at 
the moat— the impudence of the Times or 
the diaingenuousnesa and deceptiveness of 
Mayor Be&ven. 

The reader will observe that Mr. Bcaven 
did not give the rate of intereat of the bonds 
whic'.i were hypotliccated, neither did ' lie 
tell his hearers what was the rate of inter- 
est of the bonds , by which they were re- 
placed. Yet it is on these two facts thut 
tbe significance of the comparison hinged. 
Hero is a flagrant instance of that form of 
Jyitig known ::t ^;'/J/);■^ ^■^■/') r/ 

The t<)i;cIii-.ioii to whicli .Mr. Henvcn led 
ilia hcircr-j liy the luipprcsaion of the truth 
v. aa tint (lie city waa the gainor of on 
every hundred dollars' worth of debentures 
. which were sold. There can be no doubt 
that he carefully led up to thia conalusion, 
" Under tbe authority of the statute," ho 
atid, " the council took up tlie debentures 
so that ;r,.'itcad of going at 85 /he;/ were 
sold at 11-1 1 ' In tiiia statement, aa itreida, 
a direct falsehood is perpetrated. The im- 
pression conveyed is that the same bonds 
which were hypothecated at 85 wore after- 
wards sold at !)8j. The truth ia that tl-.cy 
wore not the .same bonds, but dilTercut 
liouds, baaring a higher rato of interest. 



The hypothecated bonds bore 4 per cent, 
intereat, and the bonds by which Ihoy 
were rejilaced bore •l^ por cent. Did Mr. 
Beaven tell liis liearcrs this ? He did 
nothing of tbe Idnd. Ho deliberately de- 
ceived thorn. 

In the neat comparison ho mukoa he ia 
almost equally diaingenuous-;-wo had nearly 
written dishonest. He introduced his state- 
ment by a flouriah of tho oratorical trumpet. 
" Although," he auid, "ho did not take 
credit himself, nor give it to the aldermen, 
ho would have to congratulate the city ou 
tho price obtained for the city's bonds at a 
better rate than ever before in the history 
of Victoria. The Council had occasion to 
issue debentures under the City of Victoria 
Act for §185,000 for l!5 years at five por 
cent. This did away with tho floating 
debt, and after advertising the dobonturcs 
in tho different financial centres thoy sold 
for 104 net. (Applause.) " Here again the 
rate por cent, on which the comparison is 
instituted is not given. Kveryouo knows 
that u jug-handled comparison like this 
is no couipariaou at all. Tho only 
rate per cent, given is tbe five 
per cent. If the Mayor had told his hearers 
that five per cent, bonds at 104 were a better 
bargain for the city than 4i per cents at 
08.1, intelligent men who uuderstand tho 
subject would liavc seen immediately that 
ho had stated what was absolutely untrue, 
for 4i per centa at 9S| are better terms for 
the borrower than 5 per cents at 101. 
But Mr. Beaven suppressed the truth, and 
he did not give his hearers a chanco to 
judge of the accuracy and tho fairness of his 
statements. 

Our readers now see that we have jiroved 
every statement we made from the 'I'iint.-,' 
own report. We have shown that Mr. 
Beaven did suppress the truth in a most 
shameless way, and that he tried to gain 
credit for himself by telling only so much of 
the truth as Vas calculated to produce a 
falac impression. 

The Times owes us u humble 
apology. For ita own credit sake 
it should retract what it has said. 
It hap, we boliove, been egrcgiously 
duped in thia matter. The editor has, we 
are greatly incliued to suspect, allowed 
statements to be made in the editorial col- 
umns wliich he did not take tbe trouble to 
verify. If that ia tho case, he finds that he 
is now the victim of misplaced confidence. 
Tf he has not been deceived he has acted the 
purt of bally and bravo for Mr. Beaven. 
But he ought to have known that tbe Col- 
onist docs not care a rush for either Peck- 
aniffian gush or journalistic Billingsgate. 

A PECULIAR CASE. 

The jokes that are made at tho expense 
of the lawyers as a class, are unending. 
They aro represented as caring for nothing 

but tlieir fees and their coats, and the jokista 
are never tired of nnmufacturing witti- 
cisms', the object of which ia to create the 
impresaion that if once a piece of property 
gets into tho liands of tho lawyers, thty 
will be sure to take out of it all that ia 
worth taking. The idea that ' a property, 
while in llio hands of a court of law, could 
be improved and made moro valuable, 
would be considered too bold for oven Joe 
Idiller himself to venture to promulgAtc. 
If he had represented a lawyer as ancrificing 
his time and expending his energies in en 
endeavor to make a bankrupt estate solvent, 
ninety-nine liumoriata, so-called, out of every 
hundred, would have pronounced his atato- 
menta the bitterest kind of irony and would 
have tried to uuderataud them in a seuEe 
the \ery opposite of that which tho words 
literally sonveycd. 

But what the conventional satirist would 
have us believe ia impossible has actually 
taken place in the Province of Xew Bruns- 
wick. The Parka cotton mill was saved 
from going into liquidation two or tliree 
years ago by tho action of Judge I'ahner, of 
the Equity court. The concern remained 
under tho control of the court, and Judge 
Palmer set himself to work to save it from 
being completely wrecked. lie kept it in 
operation, closely superintending ita man- 
agement even to tho extent of buying tlio 
raw cotton himself and acUing the goods. 
It is said that he devoted a third of his time 
to the affairs of the cotton mill. He, how- 
ever, accomplished liia purpose. He aavcd 
the concern. A few days ago tho counael 
for Parks & .Son mude a statement in the 
K(| nity court whicli must have been Siitia- 
factory to all concerned. Ha announced 
tliat the company was then in a position to 
pay all overdue accounts, including 
that oi the Bank of Montreal ucd 
an old claim of Miss Parka of 
88,000. After all ili,-bti were ptiid and 
every creditor .';;uisli!:;l, tlie company wouUl 
have eullicieut working capital to go on 
with. The mille, he said, were $150,000 
better off than when the suit begun, this 
being the amowit of profit realized during 
the few years in which the property was 
under tho control of the court. Judge 
Palmer, having done what ho intended, 
wished to be relieved of all responsibility in 
connection with the case. " Ho hail tliouglit 
it his duty not to allow tho property to go 
to deatruotion if it was posaible for him to 
savo it, and ho was glad that ho had suc- 
ceeded HO well."

For some reason or other the 
impression gotal)road, uotw.Hbstanding tlnit 
juilgmeut was rcsers'cd, that the decision of 
the court would be that tho owners of tho 
schooner would get oil' by paying tlio coats, 
and sealing «eii were resting conliilently in 
this belief, so that wlu!n it v.-as leanicd yes- 
terday what iho jiidgiiiciit actually wiia 
there was great .surprise expressed in uU 
quarters. The full text of tho judgment 
hiva not been given out for publication, and 
until it ia had there is no knowing yet what 
will be done, but it has been intimated that 
an appeal will ba taken to a higher court,

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MANITOM'S^SCHOOLS. 

Boport of the Special Committee of 
Couucil ou the Catliolic Minority a 
Complaiut. 

Tlie Petitioners to bo Giyen a Farther 
Heariiifir-Qaesflona to be 
Dotermined. 



(From om own Corrcapondont) 
OT^A^TA, Pec. 30.-Tho following is the 
complete text of the report of the aub-oom- 
mittee of the Privy Council on the Manitoba 
abhobi case : 

The sub-committee to whom were roforrod 
certain memoriala, addressed to Your Ex 
cellcncy-in-Council, complaining of two 
statutes of the Legialaluro of Manitoba 
relating to Education, passed in the sesaiou 
•f 1890, have the honor to make the follow 
ing report : 

The first of these memorials is from t!\o 
olliccrs and executive comniiltco of llie 
•'National Congress," an organization 
•which seems to have been established in 
June, 1892, in Manitoba. 

This memorial sefs forth that two Acts of 
the Legislature of Manitoba, passed in 
1890, entitled, respectively, "AnActKo- 
apecting the DopartmenO of Education," 
and "An Act Bespecting Public Schoula," 
deprive the Roman Catholic minority in 
;Manitol)a i>f rights and privileges which 
ihoy onjoycd with, regard to education 
previous t(3 the establishment of the Prov- 
inco, and sinct' that time dow!! to the pass- 
ing of tlio Acta aforesaid of l^i'J'), 

The memorial calls attention to the fact 
that soon after the passage of those AcIh 
<and in the year 1S91) a petition was pre- 
sented to Your Excellency, sigiied by a 
large number of the Rmr.an Catholic in- 
habitants of Manitoba, praying that Your 
Excellency might entertain an appeal on 
behalf of the Roman Catholic minority 
against the said Acts, and that it migl'.t bo 
■declared " that such Acts had a prejudicial 
•effect on the rights with regard to denomi- 
national schools which the Ruman Catholics 
had, by law or practice, in the province, at 
the union"; also that directions might bo 
given and provision made in the premises 
for the relief of the Roman Catholics of 
the Province of Manitoba. 

Tiio memorial of the "National CongresH" 
recites at length tlie allegations of the peti- 
tion last hereinbefore referred to as having 
been laid before Your I'.xcoUeucy in 1S91. 
The substance of those iilkgations Boems to 
bo the foUowiut;: That, before llie passage 
•of the Act constituting the Province of 
Manitoba, known us the " Manitoba Act," 
there existed in the territory now constitut- 
ing the province a number of efTectivo 
schools for cliildren, wliicli schools were de- 
nominational, some of them being erected 
■and controlled by the authorities of the 
Roman Catholic Church, and others by the 
authorities of various Protestant denomina- 
tions : That those schools were supported 
to some extent by fees, and also by assist- 
ance from the funds contributed by the 
members of the church or denoniinatiou 
under whoso care the school was estab- 
lished : That at that i)eriod the Roman 
Catholics had no interest in or control over 
the schools of Protestant denominations, 
nor had Protestants any interest in or con- 
trol over the schools of the Roman Cath 
dies : That there were no public schools 
iu the province, in tliesenfe of state schools: 
That members of the Roman Catholic 
church supported schools for their own 
children and for the benefit of Roman Cath- 
olic children, and were not under obligation 
to contribute to the support of any other 
Bchbols. 

The petition then asserted that, in conac- 
•qnenceof this state of afiairs, the Roman 
Ca'tholics were separate from the rest pf the 
community in the matter of education at 
the time of the passage of the Manitoba 
Aot. 

Reference is then made to the provisions 
of the Manitoba Act, by which the L"i;isl 
ture was restricted from making any la 
on the subject of education which should 
have a prejudicial effect on the rights and 
privileges, with respect to denominational 
schools, " which any class of persons luut, 
by law or practice, in the province at tlie 
union." 

Th<i petition then set forth that, dnr 
the first session of tiie L'.'L^islativu Asaeinldy 
of the Province of Manitoba, an at 
passed relating to edueation, llio eti'ect of 
wliich was to continue to tlic Itoinan 
Uatliolies the separate condition, with 
reference to education, wliich they had 
joyed previous to the union, and that ever 
since that time until the session of IS'JO no 
attempt was made to encroach upon the 
rights of tlio lioman C'alholics m tliat re- 
gard ; but that the two statutes referred to, 
passed in the session of 1890, had tlie (■Heel 
of depriving the Roman Catholics alto- 
gether of their separate condition with re 
Hexi to education, and merged llieir Hchools 
with those of tlie Prolestant ilenoininalioiis, 
as they rcr|uircd all members of tlio oom- 
munity, ^v■llelhcr t^oman Catholic or 
Protestant, to coiitrihuto to the support of 
what were therein called " public schools," 
but what would be, the petitioners allegeil, 
in reality, a continuation of the Protestant 
schools. 

After setting forth the objections which 
Roman Catholics entertain to such a sysiem 
of education as was established by the Acts 
of 1890, the petitioners declared that they 
appealed from the acts complained of and 
they presented the prayer for redress which 
is hereinbefore recited. 

The petition of the "Congress" then sets 
forth the Minute cf Council, approved by 
Your Excellency ou the 4th April, bS!) I, 
adopting a report of tlio Minister of .Jus- 
tice, wliicli set out the scope and etl'ect of 
the legislaticjii complained of, and also the 
provisions of the Manitoba Act with refer- 
ence to edueatiou. That report stated that 
u question had arisen as to the viilidity and 
■ effect of the two statutes of ISIKl, referred 
to aa the subject of tlie appeal, and iiuiuiat- 
ed that those stiUuteu would probably be 
held to be ultra vires of tlio Legislature of 
Manitoba if they were found to have pre- 
judicially alTected "any rit;lit or privilege 
■with respect to denominational schools 
which any class of persons liad, by huv or 
practice, in the Province, at the union." 
'The report Huggcsted that questions of fuel 
seemed to be raised by the petitioner.! 
■which were then under consideration, as to 
the practice in Manitoba witli regard to 
schools at the time of the union, 
and also questions of law aa to 
whether the state of facts then 
existinj constituted a "ripht or privilege " 
' of the Roman Catholics, within the meaning 
of the saving clauses iu the Manitoba act , 
and 08 to whether the acts complained of 
(of 1S90) had "prejudloiully afFeotcd" 
Buoh "right or privilege," The report aot 
forth that these were obviouBly questions 
to bo decided by a legal tribunal before the 
appeal asserted liy the potitionerti QOuId be 
talccn up und dealt with, and that if the 
allegations of the petitioners and their 
contentioDB as to the law, were well found- 
ed, there would be no occnalon for Your 



Excellency to entertain or to act upon the 
appeal: as the courts would decide the act 
iolo ultra viiex. The report and the nuu- 
uto adopting it wore clearly baaed ou tlie 
view that conaidoration of the complaints 
and appeal of the Roman Catholic minority, 
aa set forth in the petitions, should ho de- 
ferred until the legal controversy should be 
determined, aa it would then ba nscer- 
taincd whether the appellants Bbould fand it 
necessary to press for consideration of their 
application for rodrees under the saving 
clauaea of the British North Americu act 
aud the Manitoba aot, which seemed by 
their view of the law, to provide for pro- 
tection of the rights of a minority against 
legislation (within the coinpotenco of the 
legislature) which might interfere with 
rights conferred on the minority after the 



union. _ ,, . 

The Memorial of tho " Congress goes 
on to state that tlio Judicial Committee of 
tho Privy Couucil, iu England, has upheld 
the validity of the Aats coiiiphiined of, and 
tho Memorial asserts that tho tune has 
now ooiuo for Your Kxccllency to consider 
tho netitiona which havo been presented by 
and on behalf of the Roman (\aholica of 
Manitoba for redres.-i, under sub-soctiop a 
'2 and ;! of section Li'J of tho iManitobii. Act. 

There was also referred to tha sub-com- 
mittee a Memorial from the Ai-elibishop of 
yt. lioniface, complaining of the twn Acts 
of li^'M, before menlioued, and callini; at- 
tention to former petitions on the same 
subject, from mcnibets of the Roman Cath- 
olic minority in tho Province. Ilia CI nice 
made reference, in this Memorial, to asaiu- 
anecs which wore given by one of Your Kx- 
colloncy's predecesaora before tho passage of 
tho Manitoba Act, to redress all welbfounded 
grievances and to respect tho civil and re- 
ligious rights and privileges of the jjeople 
of the Red River Territory, llis Grace 
then prayed that Y'our Kxccllency should 
entertain the appeal of the Komau Catholics 
of Manitoba and might consider the same, 
and might make such directions for the 
hes.ring and consideration of the'ap^eal as 
might bo thought proper and also give di- 
rections for the relief of the Roman Catho- 
lics of Manitaba. 

The sub-eommittea ulao had before them 
a memorandum made by the *' Conservative 
League" of Montreal, remonstrating against 
tho (alleged) unfairness of the Acts of 1890, 
before referred to. 

Soon after tho reference was made to the 
aub-committeo of tho Memorial of tfce " Na- 
tional Congress,'' and of tho other memorials 
just referred to, intimation was conveyed to 
the sub-committee by Mr. John S. h^vart, 
counsel tor tlie Roman Catholic minority in 
Manitoba, that, in his opinion, it was desir- 
able that a further memorial ou belialf of 
that minority should bo presented, before 
tho ponding application slionld bo dealt 
■«-ith, and action on the part of Iheaub-coni- 
mittee was therefore delayed until the fur- 
ther petition nhoiiUl come in. 

Late in November this supplementary 
Memorial was received und referred to the 
sub-committee. It is signed by the Arch- 
bisliop of .St. IJonifacc and by the Preaiilent 
of tho "National Congress," tho Mayor of 
St. lioniface, and about PC others, aud i.s 
presented in the name of the " .Membera of 
tho Roman Catholic Church resident iu the 
Province of Manitoba." 

Its allegations aro very similar to those 
hereinbefore recited, as iKiing contained in 
the Memorial of tho Congress, but there is a 
further contention that the two Acts ofjthe 
Legislative Assembly of iManitoba, passed 
in 1890, on the subject of education, wore 
" subversive of the rights and privileges of 
the Roman Catholic minority provided for 
by tho statutes of Manitoba, prior to the 
passing of the said Acta of 18U0, thereby 
violating both the British North America 
Aot anf the Manitoba Aot," 
This last mentioned Memorial urged : 
(1.) That Your Exoellenoy might enter- 
tain the appeal und give dlreotioM for its 
proper consideration. ' • 

(2. ) That Y'our Excellency should declare 
that tho two Acta of 1890 (ohaptera XI and 
.■iS) do prejudicially affect the rights and 
privileges of tho minority, with regard to 
denoniinational schocls, which they hail, by 
law or practice, in tho ProviucB at the 
union. 

(,3.) That it may l,.a declared that the said 
Ada affect the ri^^lits anil privilej^es of 
Rom;in Catliolics in relation to ediiealion. 

(1.) Tliat a re-enaetnient may bo orderdl 
ny Your lOxcelleucy of the Slatutea in force 
in ilanitoba, jirior to those Acls uf ISIX), iu 
so far, at least, ns may be necessary to 
.secure for Roman Catholics in the Province 
tho right to build, maintain, etc., their 
schools, in the manner pr(;vide<l by such 
.Statutes, and to secure to them tlieir pro- 
p(jrtioiiale share of any grant made out of 
public funds of tho Province for education, 
or to relievo such members of llie Koniau 
Catholic Church »u contribute to the aup- 
port of anv other schools ; or llmt these 
Acta of 18'J0 should be so amended us to 
effect that purpose. 
Then follows a tieneral prayer for relief. 
In making their report the sub-committee 
will comment only upon the memorial last 
presented, as it aecins to contain, in effect, 
all the allegations embraced in the former 
ptlitions which call for their consideration 
and is more specidc as to the relief which 
is Houi^bt. As to the request which the 
peliliimera n.ake in the second paranraph 
of their prayer, vi/ ; " Thut it may bo de- 
clared that llie .-nid An.s (;■■).•! and 
.'IS) do prejudicially uli'ect the ri^^hls and 
privileges with regard to ilenoininalioual 
schools which the Roman Catholics hail by 
law or practice in the Proviiicu of Mnal- 
toba at the time of the union," tho sulj- 
committeo aro of tho opinion tliat the 
judgment of the Judicial Coiimiitlco of the 
i'rivy Council ia conclusive aa to the rights 
with regard to ileiiomiuational schools 
which the Roiuiin C'alholics bad at Lho lime 
of the union, and as to the l)earing thereon 
of the statutes comiilained of, and Your ICx 
celloiicy is not, therefore, in tho opinion of 
the sub-cominittee, properly called upon to 
hear an appeal based on these grounds. 
That judgment is as binding on Your Ex- 
cellency as it is on any of tho parties to tho 
litigation and, therefore, if redress is sought 
onacoount of the state of afl'aira existing 
in tho province at the tiino of the union, it 
must be elaowhero and by other means 
than by woy of appeal under tlie Bcctiona of 
the Britiah North America Act and of the 
Manitoba Aot, which are relied on by the 
petitioners aa sustaining this oppeal. 

The two Acts o; ISIIII, which aro com- 
plained of, must, accoriling to tlio oiuniou 
of tho sub-commit tee, be regarded as with- 
in I he powers of the Legislature of Mani- 
toba, but it remaiiia to be considered 
whelher the appeal .should be eulerlained 
and heard as an ai)peal againat slatutea 
which are alleged t<i have encroached on 
rights or privileges with regard to denioni- 
iiatioiial i.cbool.') which wer<: acquired by 
any class of persons in iManiloh.i, not at 
the time of tho union, but a fler the union. 

The sub committee were adilres.seil by 
counsel for tho petitioners aa to the right to 
li.ivo the aiipeal hoard, and from his urgu- 
nienl-, as well as from tho documents, it 
would Bcein that the following are tho 
grounda of tlio appeal : 

A complete By.4tem of aoparato and de- 
nomiuational schools, it e., a aystom provid- 
ing for piiblio schools ond for separate 
schools, was, it Is alleged, established by 
Statute of Manitoba in 1871, and by a 
serica of subsequent acts. That system was 



in operation until tho two Acts of 1890 
(chapters 37 and :!S) were passed.^ 

Tho <S.hd sectiou of the Rritish North 
America Aot, in csnforring power on the 
I'roviiicial Legislatures, exclusively, to 
make l.iwa in relation to education, i- posed 
ou that power certain restrictions, one of 
which waH (sub section 1) to preserve tho 
right with respect to denominational 
schools which any class of persons had by 
law iu the province at the Union. As to 
this restriction it ueoms to impoao a condi- 
tion m the validity of an act relating to 
education, and the Hub-committce have al- 
ready observed that no ipiestion, it seems to 
them, can arise since tho decision of the 
Judicial Committee of tho Privy Council. 
Tho third section, however, is as folVoWS : 
"Whero in any province a '^yjioni oi 
Boparato or dissentient sohoo)^^ fixiats by law 

nt-. hhrt iiiiinii. nr \n the'- .^L.^.i 'llL_1.1lal.»,l 1... 



at tho union, or is the-^u^f ^jtaTjUBhod by 
tho legislature of province, an appeal 
shall lie to t'uo Oovcrnor-Genorul iu Coun- 
cil from (iny net or decision of any provin- 
cial authority ufrectiug any right or 
privilpgo of Ike Protestant or Roman 
Cat.'nolio minority of tho ljueen's subjeots 
in relatioii to edueation. 

The" "Maaitoba Act, jiaascd in 1870, by 
which the Province of Manitoba waa con- 
stituted, containa tho following provisions 
as regards that Province : 

Hy section 'J'J the power is conferred on 
the Le^islature, exclusively, to make laWS in 
regiud ti) I'.diioatioii, but aubjeot to the fdl- 
lowiug resUictioiia : 

(I,)' " Kotliing in any such law shall 
I)rejudicially aH'cct any right or privileL;o 
wilh rcsiicct to deuoniinatioual schools 
whicli any class of peraona have, by law or 
practice, in tho Province at the Union." 
Tl>.en follows : 

(■_'.) " An app'jal shall lie to the Covernor- 
Cieneral in Council from any Act or decision 
of the Legislature of tho Province, or of any 
provinoittl authority, allecting any right or 
privilege of tho Proteatanl or Koman 
Catholic minority of tho Cjueuu'a subiects in 
relation to Education." 

It will bo observed that the restriction 
contained in sub-section 2 ia not identical 
with the reatriotion of aub-aeotion .'i of the 
93rd aection of the Britiah North America 
Aoc, and questions are auggested in view of 
this difference, as to whether aub-seotion 3 
of section 93 of the Britiah North America 
Aot applies to Manitoba, and if not, whether 
aub aeotion 2 of aection 22 of the Manitoba 
Act is sufficient to austain the case of the 
appellauts; or iu other words, whether in 
regard to ^ilanitoba the minority has the 
same protection against laws which the 
Legislature of the Province has power to 
pass, as the minorities in other Provinces 
have under the sub-section before quoted 
from the Pritiah North America Act, as to 
aopurate or denominational schools estab- 
lished after the union. 

Tho argument presented by counsel on 
bclialf of the peliliqners w>i«, tliat the pres- 
ent appeal comes before Your Pxcellency iu 
Council not as a requeBt to review the de- 
cision of tho Judicial Committee of tho 
Privy Council, but aa a logical eonacqiience 
aud result of that decision, inaaniuch aa the 
remedy now sought ia provided by the 
liritish North America Act and the .Mani- 
tolia Act, not as a remedy to the minority 
against statutes which interfere with rights 
acquired by the minority after the union. 
Tho remedy, therefore, which is sought is 
against acts which are intra vires of tho 
Provincial Legislature. Uis argument is 
also, that tho appeal does not ask Y'our Ex- 
cellency to interfere with any rights or 
powers of the Legislature of Manitoba, in- 
asmuch as tho power to legislate on the sub- 
ject of education has only boon con- 
ferred on that Legislature v.'itti the 
distinct reservation that Your Excellency in 
Council shall have power to make remedial 
orders against any such legislation which 
infringes on the rights acquired after the 
unionljy any Proteatant or Roman Catholic 
minority in relation to separate or diaaen- 
tiont achools. Upon tho various queations 
which arise on these petitiona tho sub-oom- 
niilteo do not feel called upon to cxprcaa an 
opinion, and, so far aa they aro aware, no 
opinion has been expressed on any jirevious 
occasion in this caac or any other of a like 
kind by Your l^lxcelleiicy's Government or 
any otlier Covernment of Canada. Indeed, 
no application of a parallel character has 
been made since the establishment of the 
IJominion. 

The apjdication coniea before Your Ex- 
cellency in a manner dill'ering from 
other apiilicalions which are ordi- 
narily made, under tin; eonatitiilioii, 
to Vnnr ICxcelleney in ("ouncil. In 
tho opinion of the sub-cominitleo the appli- 
cation ia not to bo dealt with at present as 
a matter of a political character or involv- 
ing political action on the part of \ouv I'lx- 
eellency's advisera. It is to be dealt with 
by \u\iv h'.xei-llency in {"(uiiicil, regardless 
of the|)er.sonal views which Your i'Acelleney's 
advisers may hold -with regard to denomin- 
ational schools and without the polilie.d 
action of any of the members of Your I'ix- 
cellenoy'a Council being conside'.ed as 
pledged by the fact of the appeal being en- 
tertained and heard. If the contention of 
the petitioners be correct, that such an ap- 
peal can bo austained, the inquiry will be 
rather of a judicial than of a political char- 
actor. The sub-committee have so treated 
it in hearing counsel and in permitting their 
only meeting to be open to the public. _ It 
is apparent that several other questions 
will arise in addition to those which were 
discussed by counsel at the meeting, and 
the aub-conmiittee advises that a day be 
fixed on which tho jietitioners or their coun- 
sel mr.y be heard with regard to tho appeal 
according to their first request. 

The eiib-eominitteo think it proper that 
the (ioveriiment of Manitoba slioulil have 
an opportunity to be riqireaented at the 
hearing and they further leeoimuend, with 
that view, that if this report should be aji- 
proved, a copy of any minute ap|iroviiig it 
and of any mimito fixing the date of the hear- 
ing with regard to tho appeal, bo forwarded 
together with copies of all tho petitions re- 
ferred, to His Honor tho Lieutonant-Gov- 
ernor of Manitoba, for the information of 
Hia Honor'a adviaors. 

In the opinion of the sub-committee, tho 
attention of any person who may attend on 
behalf of tho petitioners or on behalf of the 
Provincial (Jovernmeiit should be Called to 
certain prelimiiuay rjueationa which aeem 
to arise with regard to the appeal. 

Among tho queationa which the aub- 
coinmitteo regard aa preliminary are the 
following : 

(1.) Whelher this appeal is Hueh an ap- 
peal aa is eoutemplalcd by sub section .'! of 
section of the itritish Norlh Aimuiea Act, 
or by sub-section - of aection 122 of tho Man- 
itoba Act. 

(•_' ) Whelher the grounds set forth iu the 
petition aie such as may be the aubjeot of 
appeal uiiiler either of the BUb<aeot!ons 
above referred to. 

(3.) Whether the decision of tho Judicial 
Committee of tho Privy Council iu any way 
bears out the application for redress, baaed 
on the uonteiitiou that the rights of the ]io- 
man Catholic minority which accrued to 
tlioni after tho uniiii havo been Interfered 
with by tho two atatiitea of ll'UO, lieforc re- 
ferred to. 

(4.) Whether sub-section .'J of section O.'i 
of tho British North America Act applies to 
Manitoba. 

(5.) Whether Yout Excollenoy in Council 
has power to grant auch orders aa are aaked 



for by tho petitioner, nsauming the material 
facta to bo aa stated in tho petition. 

(6.) Whether tho Acta of Manitoba passed 
before the session of 1890, conferr- 
ed on the minority a "right or 
privilege with reapoot tQ Education," 
within tho meaning of aut.section, of 
eeolion 2'2 of the Mani.t.o't),i, Aot, or estal)- 
lisliod a syate;'/; f)f Bopjrute or dlsisenticnt 
schools \yithin tho meaning of sub.-ocction 
vf sfiClion 23 of tho British North America 
Act, »ud if BO, whether the two Acts of 
ISOO, coinolained of, affect tho right or 
privilege -of tho minority in such a manner 
aa to warrant the present appeal. 

Other questions of a like character may 
be BC.ggested at tho hearing, and it may be 
I desirable that arguments should bo heard 
upon auch preliminary points before any 
hearing . takeB. place ;^<>Oi the, merits of the

"Wo do want to be grace- 
ful, but we hato affecta- 
tion," they say. "What is 
natural and easy must bo graceful. Wo 
hecomo coii.scious, stiff and stilted onco 
VfO moddlo with nature and attempt to 
train ourselves into grace." 

Nover were hacknoyeil oxpi'e.'^.sions 
more utterly false than tlie.se. The many 
unfortunate surprises fnnii mirror and 
photograph camera oui^ht to prove tliat 
to any intelligent person. Tiiought may 
Imagine a position of groat dignity and 
. elegance. ; The reflection discloses one 
^o£ estremo awkwardness that is fre- 
quently ludicrous. While thou.t^ht must 
underlie nil grace, it i.s not alilo to speak 
through stiff, untrained muscles. 
, Some people are born with natural 
' grace and need little or no snggestion 
in this regard. With some a littlo 
thought and efl'ort work-s :narked im- 
provement, while other;?, in order to 
attain any .sort of satisfactory synmic- 
try, must go into a regular course of 
training for development. Any ono who 
would deveh ip all her latent charm must 
pass through more or less of this. 

Pleasing expression of the body is 
Biniilar to harmou}- on a carefully tuned 
piano. When one portion of the body 
is keyed too high and another too low 
the result must bo discord to tho ob- 
server. This discord is awkwardness. 
Proportional tension or laxity of the 
body produces its music, -which is grace 1 
Among women there is the comforta- 
ble clumsiness of ignorance, the lissom 
Indolent grace of th(! skilled muscle and 
tho great crowded middle laud of effort 
without training, .showing stiff, awk- 
ward angularity, self consciousness and 
•nervousness, as displeasing to the eye as 
nhcomf ortablo to the owner. 
\ Were tbonght upon the snhject all 
that were necessary, one lecture, with 
illustrations from everyday life, would 
be sufHcient to produce an audience of 
absolutely graceful women, but imfor- 
toniately muscle must be made obedient 
to brain before it can fitly represent it. 

By nature largo minded, independent, 
enthusiastic, honest, sensible and digni- 
fied, American women as a class utterly 
i iaisrepresent themselves to foreignbro 
by untrained gaucheries of personal ex- 
pression. 

Observe in tho next company of which 
you are a member the hunching of shoul- 
ders to ears, chests hollowed into fur- 
rows, contracted brows, turned in toes, 
spasmodic contortions of the face, sup- 
posed to bo expressive; incessant jerk- 
ings of hands, arms and head; stiffening 
of limb joints into .supposed graceful po- 
sitions—all outward incongruities duo 
to neglect of the laws of grace; bad 
liabits of 'sitting, riding, walking, which 
• i •distort or leave unaccented the shapely 
^--Tine of cor.sago, sleeve or limb, and 
'"v^hich are chiefly tho result of a nerv- 
ousness born of the desiro to please. 

Skilled grace is always easy and com- 
fortable. It makes a Eernhardt, a Sal- 
vini, a Lotta. Looking upon it each 
one imagines it easily attainable — till 
one tries! Unskilled motion is painful 
awkwardness. Half trained skill is con- 
scious affectation— the most displeasing 
of all. 

Tho stumbling block in the way of 

improvement to many Americans is 
found in their impetuous hasto to show 
off, to ru.sh into observation witli half 
baked skill, as far from naturalness as 
from grace. Observers, disgusted, have 
been led to exclaim: "All this Delsar- 
tean work is affectation. I will h.avo 
none of it."' 
In her ideas of grace the English wom- 
i .an's manner is marked by an exaggerat- 
ed repose; tho Frenchwoman's by a 
crystallization of sr.rprihos; tli;it of tho 
Italian and Spanish by an indolent lux- 
ury of lino and u ^:iou — the uuisic of 
feeling. 

It is not the simplicity of it, bnt tho 
trained conii)lexity of mot ion, t hat makeg 
grace. In the bow of aS.ulvini there aro 
a score of motions, yet to look niion it 
08 the most simple and natural tiling in 
the world. 

Few pretty women ^'et lialf the valno 
of their figures on iiccoiinl of llio stilT 
ungracefulness of tiie niuscli'S, Un- 
trained muscles do not grow b(.'antifully 
wild, like children and llowers, but still' 
and ungainly, without adaplability or 
expression. 

The hand of a professional jiianist, 
trained to habits of obedienco to tho 
brain, oven in reposo is spealdng— full 
of expression. Compare it with that of 
tho day laborer. Most of onr bodies 
compare with tho latter. 

The lirst thing to do with the body is 
to "limber il up," to make tlio muscles 
absolutely pliable, but iirui and strong, 
to make the difCerent portions of the 
body individual or distinct from each 
other, to m;ike all subservient to thodic- 
tates of till,' lirain, and to make this 
obedienco spontaneoud and unconscious 
:throngh habit. 

Even a "busy womaTi" should dc^voto 
at least fifteen or twenty minutes twici; 
.a day to the training of lu'r form to 
-make it straight, round and tlexilile.

I said the Sewerage debentures sold in 
1891 for about $265,000.00 net ; the actual 
figures are $263,423 94, consequently I 
gave a slightly higher quotation than it pro- 
duced.

'I'hc objects o{ tho Citizens' Association of 
Victoria are, in brief, as follows : 

(1.) To foster and encourage a lively interesb 
in municipal nffaira. 

(2.) 'I'd kceji civic inattora free from connec- 
tion wit h Dominion or local iiolitics or parties. 

I'o KiVL' its support and iullucncc lo tlio 
best men that can be accnrcd aa candidatea for 
civic lionoia. 

(I ) To watch carefully all municipal affairs 
and to discuaa and pronounce upon all money 
by-iav,s. 

Senator Macdonald — Tho first platform 
proposed waa not a cast-iron one, but tho 
committco thought that by going into the 
matter carefully many itema could bo cut 
down, and the report shows that by proper 
management a aaving of a conaiderable aum 
might bo efl'ccted without cutting down a 
single salary. 

Mr. Falconer — I wish to propose tho 
adoption of tho following clauaea in the 
platform: "That the objects of this Asso- 
ciation shall bo to protect the materi il in- 
terests of tho city of Victoria aa touching 
the iimnicipal and monetiry affairs and 
their management, the equal distribution of 
taxation iin all property, and generally to 
enforce as far aa possible tho proper and 
judicious management, having due regard 
to economy, of the finances of the city ' and 
equitable appropriation and distribution 
thereof, to oonsider such other municipal 
questions as may from time to time present 
themselves and to strengthen and uphold 
the hands of the members of the Council in 
the discharge of their duties." 

Mr. Leiser — I think the lost clause un- 
necessary. 

Senator Macdonald — The idea in the last 
clause is a good one. It would be a good 
thing to call the jicoplo together before the 
putting of a by-law. 

Mr. Leiser — Tho idea of the committee 
was that at this late day so long and so 
heavy a platforri' would not ho wise. There 
are many good things in tho lirst report and 
it is a valuable document. The only trouldc 
was that we should have adopted tho plat- 
form tirst and then asked fur candidates 
who woulil accept the platform. lUit now 
we have our candidates and we imist try to 
frame siiniething which they cuU all acct'pt. 
Xext year we will be able lo do better. 

-Mr. Falconer tlicn read his resolution 
again, it having found a seconder in Mr. 1', 
II. Uroun. 

Mr. C,uiicri>n — The time ia short and all 
we can do now is to influence votes'; wo 
can't get much of a platform now. All that 
wo can do ia to bring out good men and 
aupport tliem. We have no very great 
power now ; we should have organized early 
in the season, and as it is late in the day 
wo must do the best we can, 

Tho consideration of tho proposed plat- 
form was then taken up by clauses and after 
some discussion the amendment proposed 
by Mr. Falconer was lost, and the complete 
platform was adopted as set forth above. 

It was then suggested that the resolu- 
tions adopted be put at the head of the 
ticket. 

Mr. Cameron — The papers have been 
friendly to US, and have given us good re- 
ports at all times. We cannot do less than 
to run this small advertisement. 

On motion it was resolved to publish the 
plat form. 

Mr. r.eiser — The thing to do now is to 
go ahead and work all we can far our camii- 
lates. f^ot us show what we can do. 

Mr, Hoggs — I should like to ask all who 
;an to attend the meeting at Victoria West 
to-morrow evening. There ia also ono in 
the .South ward. 

Mr. Leiser — Wo ahouhl have a meeting 
in each, ward, and it might be a good idea 
to have a imblic meeting before the election, 

Tho Cb.air — That is f;carc(dy necosEary, 
Wo have no n|iccial issues to light, 

Mr. Hoggs — 'I'licre is a strong opposition 
to the (;iti/ciiM' iiioveiiKUit on the part of 
workmen and mechanics becauao of tbe nda- 
repreaontationa of thoao who jioaed to catch 
tho working vote. Many arc aurprised wdicn 
I tell thorn that this is not a liusiness Men's 
movenicnt. Why, we have workmen on 
our ticket. This is a ('iti;:cns' movement. 

Tlio meeting then adjourned.

Eceu Victoria people hod the advantage in 
that particular ; and moreover, here the 
paymeuta could bo apreud over twenty 
years, if tho ratepayera so wiahed, 
while iu Loa Angeles tho amount 
must bo paid up within 'JO daya or 
tho sheriir would take charge. (Applauao.) 
To illustrate, a report bad been made by 
tho city engineer ua to the grading, etc., of 
Ksqnimalt road. Tho improvements to bo 
nuido would, it was estimated, cost §1-,-

If the Local Improvement by-law were to 
be repi'alcd, liow was this going to bo donoV 
If they lived to bo as obi aa Methuselah 
they would never see the time when l'_',U()l) 
would bo taken (uit of tho general revenue 
of the city to do the work, (Applause,) It 
had been tho history that tho bulk of tho 
money hud been spent in the centre of tho 
city in improving the thoroughfare where 
there was much heavy tralhc, and tliia would 
continue to bo tho history, aa tho 
central businesa atrceta must bo kept 
up. If that by-law were repealed 
what were the outlying portions of the city 
going to do'.' In the matter of sewers again 
the aaino rulo would apply. Suppose it 
took a million dollars to complete the pres- 
ent system, was it fair that the outlying 
sections should have to pay for these when 
they get no direct benefit, and this is what 
t be result would be if the by-law wore re- 
pealed ! In that case every ratepayer in 
the auburbs would have to pay his whack 
of the cost of something which 
did not benefit his property one 
iota ! (Applause.) Another fact to be 
roinembered was that the operation of 
the Local Improvement by-lnw w(uild rc- 
:e tbe general rate of taxation. 1 n every 
progreaaive city on the continent idie system 
was in voguo, a!\d if Victoria waa lo go 
ahead, the system must bo carried out here, 
too. It would be a fooliali thing '.o have it 
repealed now, (Applause,)
